Through the years he built up ex- 
tensive real estate holdings through 
out northern Michigan and was an 
active oil speculator through his 
North Michigan Land and Oil Co 
and McClanahan Oil Co. He was 
also chairman of the executive 
committee of the Michigan State 
Accident Fund. : 

During the 1930 business depres- 
sion, he peronsally solicited funds 
from Grayling merchants to es- 
tablish the present Grayling State 
Bank which he served for many 
years as president. : 

He also had been affiliated with 
the First National Bank at ‘Detroit 
and the Second National Bank at 
“| Saginaw. . 

The deceased also served as 
chairman of Crawford County’s 
War Bond drives during World War 
II. In all drives, the quota given 
Crawford County was~- well - over- 
subscribed.
